The s¢c@e in the Senate to-day was full of 
interest. About the largest crowd ever as- 
sembied im the chamber was present, and 
bundreds could not admission. At one 
time there were eighty members of the House 
on the Senate floor, and the representatives of 
the Foreign Legation fally oecupied the di- 
plomatsc gallery. The debate was almost 
wholly confine d to Messrs. Sumoer and Tram- 
ball, and was very acrimonious in its charac- 
ter. Sumicer denounced Gov. Walker twenty 
times as atraitor. Trumbull was called to 
order by the Vice Prerident for speaking ot 
the arrogance, assumption, and effroutery of 
Sumner, an (he latter was called to order for 
similar larguage applied to Trumball. The 
galleries enjoyed the excoriation each Senator 
irflicted on the other, and laughed and ap- 
plauded.. Th y were warned by Colfax not to 
make any demonstration at ihe final vote, and 
all was quiet theo.
